Chriftian Religion to be, which if he is unacquainte - 


ed with Latin, he may read in Englifh tranflated 
by Bifhop Patrick. There is nor one Sentence in 
that Book which does ror highly deferve his ur- 
moft attenfion, and to be perpetually fixed in his 


Memory. For without derogating from any o- 


ther Writers juft Merit, we may venture to fay 
( we believe without Offence) that this Treatife 
is by general confent the beft that was ever writ

N Sunday left, came in Letters 
from Lisbon, dated the 1ath of 
February, O. S. With advice, 
thar in September laft, 5 French 
Men of War and a Bomb Veffel 
to the Coaft ofBrazil under 
Englifh Colours, landed about 120c¢ Men at Rio- 
janeiro, and made themielves Maflers of past of 
the Town, burt the Inhabitants perceiving them to 
be Enemics, rook up Arms and attacked the French 
with fo much Vigour, that they were all either 
killed or cakem Prifcners; the Porrugueze had a- 
bout 500 Men killed and wounded in that Action. 
A Dutch outward bound Eaft-India Ship called 
the Hondeskirk, which lately failed from Holland, 


is arrived at Lisbon, having loft all her Mafts in 


a violent Storm; fhe can give no account of the 
Men of War and the reft of the Ships thar were | 
feperated by that Storm. They write from Dub- 
lin that 2 homeward bound Eaft-India Ships, cal- 
led the Abingdon and the Nathaniel, were Kil- 
lebee, the Mafter reports, that the Duke and.
